Paris, October 21.—(#)—That Pre- 
mier Poincare will request parliament 
to ratify the Mellon-Berenger and 
Caillaux-Churchill debt agreements as 
a result of his vonversations last week 
with Winston Spencer Churchill, Brit- 


ish chancellor of the exchequer, and 
S. Parker Gilbert, agent general for 
reparations, is strongly intimated in 
circles close to the French govern- 
ment. ee 

Growing belief that the United 
States would refuse aid in floating the 
German bonds necessary under the 
proposed revision of the Dawes plan 
unless the Mellon-Berenger ac*ord was 
ratified, is said to exert much influ- 
ence in framing the French financial 
policy for the immediate future. It 
is also pointed out in governmental! 
and financial] circles that France 
now is meeting her war debt pay- 
ments to both America and reat 
Britain with perfect regularity, rati- 
fication of the accords is only a 
logical step. 

An additional argument in favor of 
ratification of the Mellon-Berenger 
accord advanced by government sup- 
porters is that next August France 
must pay $400,000,000 for the Ameri- 
can army stocks left after the worl’ 
war. This debt is now bearing five 
per cent interest. whereas if the Mel- 
lon-Berenger accord was ratified it 
would be consolidated in the general 
wa~ debt and the interest rate would 
be recuced to two per cent. 

Lively interest is displayed by the 
French press and in political circles 
over the renewal of conversations on 
the debt question by Mm. Poincare, 
Churchill and Gilbert. The fact that 
J. P. Morgan was a luncheon guest of 
Chancellor Churchill and Mr. Gilbert 
at the British embassy last Friday is 
pointed to by many as having great 
significance. 

In well informed circles it is gen- 
erally eonceded that the total sum to 
be paid by Germ it as fixed in 1924 
is impre<ticable and must !2 consid- 
erably reduced.

HOPES TO REDUCE 
SMITH MAJORITY 


Party Leaders Declare 
Ability of Secretary To 
Win Votes in City Is 
Only Problem. 


New York, October 21.—(?)—Her- 
be-t Hoover arrived at 9:30 o’clock to- 
night from Washington to wind up his 
eastern campaign for the presidency. 
After a day of conferences with party 
leaders he will deliver his last speech 
east of the Mississippi river at Madi- 
son Square Garden tomorrow night. 

The republican presidential nominee 
was met at the station by a group of 
New York city party leaders, includ- 
ing Charles D. Hilles, national com- 
mitteeman, and H. Edmund MacHold, 
stai: chairman. 

A large crowd cheered the passage 
of the nominee through the gateway of 
the station and there were other 
cheers as his caravan passed into Sey- 
enth avenue in front of the station. 

Hoover was escorted directly to the 
Waldorf-Astoria hotel and went im- 
mediately to his suite. 

Although New York city in the past 
given Governor Alfred E. 
Smith large majorities, republican 
leaders who have visited their 
standard bearer here during past 
weeks have expressed the belief that 
Hoover will be able to trim down this 
margin enough for the upstate repub- 
licans to deliver the electoral vote to 
the republican party. 

Some of them have said that many 
persons who supported the New York 
governor in past campaigns would not 
vote for him for president and that 
these defections would materially cut 
down his total in New York city. 

That the republicans face a hard 
fight. if they hope to carry the state, 
has been generally conceded, Much 
stress has been laid upon the work of 
building up ap party organi- 
zation in the state and Hoover, long 
known for his organizing ability, will 
spend much of his time while in the 
city in seeing that the machine al- 
ready set up, is at its highest speed 
for the final days of the campaign.

His first rest period of the day will 
eome after 5 o'clock, when he will 
dine privately before going to the 
garden to speak.

FORD IS INVITED 
10 HELP SOLVE 
CHINA'S PROBLEMS 


Officials Ask Five of 
America’s Foremost 
Men To Offer Advice on 
Economic Affairs.

Washington, October 21.—(United 
News.)—China’s latest move to solve 
its economic problems’ by inviting 
Henry Ford and four other promi- 
nent Americans to serve as honorary 
economic advisors, is looked upon very 
sympathetically in government circles 
here, it was learned in an authorita- 
tive quarter today. 

Dispatches from Nanking indicate 
the nationalist government may soon 
broach abroad the subject of obtaining 


foreign loans. The invitation to Ford. 
Owen D. Young, Professor Jeremia} 
Jenks, Professor E. R. A. Seligman, 
of Columbia university and R. N. Har- 
per, a banker, to become China’s econ- 
omic advisors is viewed in some 
quarters here as the first definite move 
in the plan to obtain outside capital 
for the nation’s reconstruction. 

The nationalist government has proj- 
ected plans for a giant rebuilding pro- 
gram for the whole of China and its 
first need would be for outside finan- 
cial aid, most of which will probably 
be sought from the United States. 

Sun Fo, nationalist minister of rail- 
ways, and son of the late Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen, founder of the kuomintang or 
rationalist party, was here a few 
months ago and talked with New York 
bankers and state department officials 
regarding Chinese finances. 

Shanghai reports say that Sun Fo 
has ‘ndicated his first appeal for for- 
eign loans will be made to American 
bankers, but it is known that the 
nationalist railway minister obtained 
little encouragement in this respect 
from either the state department or 
from bankers when he visited here, 
although a sympathetie attitude is 
taken in regard to China's efforts 
toward reconstruction. 

Observers hold two things are neces- 
sary tor favorable American considera- 
tion of loans to China. 

1—Further stabilization of the na- 
tionalist government, as China for the 
first time in many years is under a 
unified administraton. 

2—Increased taxes in China to bring 
about a more stable financial struc- 
ture, as most of the country’s present 
faxes are used to pay off revenues due 
from old loans. 

Sun Fo’s invitation to Ford and 
other Americans to act as economic 
advisers to China, is viewed here as a 
move to strengthen the nationalist’s 
standing with American financiers. 
With such men as Ford, Owen D. 
Young. chairman of the board of the 
General Electric company and a di- 
rector in the New York Federal Re- 
serve bank, and Professor Seligman. 
an internationally known political 
economist, helping to guide China’s fi- 
nan*ial movements, American bankers 
would be more confident in the new 
China. 

Aside from this point, however, 
these prominent financial men could 
do much to straighten out the nation- 
alist’s complex financial problem. 

Another view of Sun Fo’s invita- 
tien to these Americans, is that it 
will help to convince the Chinese peo- 
ple that the nationalist government 
is doing everything possible to bring 
about a better financial situation, 
which would lead to increased taxes. 

Young could play an important part 
in the financial reconstruction of 
China. He is credited by Vice Presi- 
dent Dawes with having played a 
more important part in the framing 
of. the famous Dawes plan, under 
which Germany’s financial structure 


self. 

Professor Jenks is an acknowledged 
authority on Chinese affairs and is 
research professor of government at 
New York university and president 
of the Alexander Hamilton institute. 
He served in 1903 on an international 
monetary reform commission in China 
and has been an observer at many 
important far eastern conferences. 

Harper is president of the District 
National bank, of Washington, and a 
director in a number of large corpora- 
tions. He was treasurer of the China 
relief fund in 1921, 

Thus the new China, under the 
progressive principles of the nation- 
alist regime, is turning to America for 
aid in its reconstruction problems. 

A formal move by the nationalists 
to obtain American loans is expected 
to be made within a short time.

His throat 
still is under treatment and he must 
carry the right hand in a sling to 
protect the finver which was mashed 
several weeks ago, but otherwise the 
68-year-old nominee is “ready to go.” 

The eastern speakers’ bureau has 
kept the Albany speaking date for 
Tuesday noon on the Curtis schedule, 
but the nominee has sent word more 
than once that it is against his prac- 
tice .to campaign the home city 
of an opponent.

RASKOB CHALLENGES 


CUNTAGIOUS WARD 
NEVER INTENDED 
OR BRAIN CASES 


City Health Officer De- 
nies Allegation That 
Grady Has Misused 
“Psychopathic” Ward. 


Denying that the city contagious 
(isease ward near Grady hospital was 
constructed “solely for the treatment 
of psychopathic cases,’ Dr. J. P. 
Kennedy, city health officer, under 
whose charge the clinic is operated, 
said Sunday night evidence that psy- 
chopathie cases were intended to be 
handled only casually was evinced in 
the fact that the entire building had 


only two cells for such patients. 

Ilis statement was confirmed _ by 
former Mayor Walter A. Sims, who 
signed the bill in 1924 authorizing 
the city to cooperate with the county 
in constructing a $50,000 building. Dr. 
Kennedy said that the original and 
sole purpose of the building was for 
the treatment of contagious cases, 
greatest problem of the city and coun- 
ty health officers at that time. 

He said that a movement was in- 
troduced in council to make incidental 
provision for psychopathic cases and 
that two cells for such patients were 
built in the ward and had been used 
for that purpose since. 

The ward is operated apart from 
Grady hospital by the city health de- 
partment, and has no connection with 
the city hospital, it was said. Cases 
treated there are contagious and social 
disense cases from the city and coun- 
ty jails. The two psychopathie cells 
are used for patients of that.nature. 

Dr. Kennedy pointed out that due 
to the fact that absolutely no otber 
equipment or provisions for treatment 
of mental patients had been provided, 
the only thing the health department 
could do was to use the bare cells for 
the temporary confinement of such pa- 
tients until they could be removed 
elsewhere. 

“It does not seem likely,” a promi- 
nent local psychopathie physician told 
The Constitution Sunday night, “that 
the ward wns constructett for treat 
ment of such patients. There is no 
sign of equipment and in the entire 
building there are only two miserable 
cells. After examination of these cells, 
I would prefer-a mental patient of 
mine to be confined to Fulton tower. 
however bad that might be.” 

The contagious disease ward was 
constructed by the city and county, 
each body eontributing $25,000  to- 
ward the $50,000 fund for construc- 
tion of the building. 


SMITH, ROOSEVELT 
SURE TO WIN N. Y.; 


Franklin D. Roosevelt Is 
Optimistic After Tour 
of Empire State; To Re- 
turn to Georgia. 


The commonwealth of Georgia is 


about to lose, at least temporarily, 
one of its most distinguished citizens. 
Franklyn Delano Roosevelt. “his state 
probably is going to lose him because 
the electors of the state of New York 
want him as their governor. 

Reports reaching Mr. Roosevelt's 
many friends here say his victory 
over Albert Ottinger, the republican 
candidate for New York gubernatoria] 
honors, now- appears certain. The 
democratic nominee, despite his phys- 
ical semi-incapacitation, has just fin- 


ished a whirlwind upstate tour, where 
in every city he was hailed by huge 
crowds of both democrats and _ re- 
publicans alike. Closing a week of 
strenuous campaigning Saturday at 
Jamestown, Mr. Roosevelt issued a 
statement saying he was more than 
well pleased with the progress of his 
campaign and. predicted victory for 
both the state and national ticket all 
along the line. 

The outcome of the Roosevelt-Ottin- 
ger race doubtless will have considera- 
ble effect on the Smith-Hoover cam- 
paign ip New York state, which, car- 
rying with it 45 electoral votes, is 
the prize of the campaign. Supported 
by an exceedingly well balanced state 
ticket, which ineludes Colonel H. H. 
Lehman, of New York city, wealthy 
investment banker, seeking the lieu- 
tenant governorship, and Morris Tre- 
main, of Buffalo, seeking reelection as 
comptroller, and United States Sen- 
ator Royal S. Cepeland, a _  nonh- 
Tammany New Yorker, the state ticket 
satisfies every element of democracy 
and a great number of ‘republicans 
who are displeased with the Ottinger 
conduct of water-power development 
and the closeness of Alanson B. 
Houghton to the now discredited re- 
publican national administration of 
the last eight years. Houghton now 
is the G. O. P. candidate against 
Coneland. 

The republican candidate for lieu- 
tenant governor, Charles ©, Lockwood, 
of Brooklyn, also has incurred the 
wrath of the voters. He long had 
been known as a Smith-republican,

BRITISH CHECK UP 
UN STORM DAMAGE 


Several Lives Lost, Heavy 
Damage Reported on 
Coast After Winds of 
Cyclone Force. 


London, October 21.—A)—Numer- 
ous wrecks of small craft and isolated 
fatalities resulted from the furious 
gale which blew over the British Isles, 
especially Scotland, yesterday. Espe- 
cially there was a deal of damage 
also to farm property through floods 
and wind. 

The storm blew itself out during the 
night and the Transylvania, together 
with several other liners which were 
delayed in entering or leaving port, 
were able to resume their voyages. 

None of the mariners imperiled by 
the storm had a more harrowin expe- 


rience than the erew of the small 
Glasgow cargo steamer, St, Brendon. 


| Their vessel was wrecked on a reef. 
| They took to the boats and were tossed 


for hours in the angry waters before 
being rescued by a_ trawler which 
landed them at Tubermory. 

A similar experience fell to the lot 
of the men on the [rish trawler Wil- 
liam Castle. The boat was blown on 
the rocks of the Wigtonshire coast. 
One of the crew was swept into the 
sen and drowned. The eight others, 
as the wreck was slammed ashore, 
managed to scramble up the rocks, 

They remained there throughout the 
night, huddled together for warmth. 
Only a short distance away were peo- 
ple on shore who had heard their 
distress siren, but were powerless to 
help them. When daylight came the 
shipwrecked men crawled to a house, 
where they were given shelter. 


UNFOUNDED RUMOR 
CREATES BELIEF 
BORGLUM IS ILL 


San Antonio, Texas, October 21.— 
(Special.)—While a fast train from 
the east was bringing Gutzon Borglum, 


internationally-known sculptor, to San 
Antonio Sunday afternoon, a silver- 
winged airplane was roaring its way 
from Laredo, Texas, with Edward St. 
Albans, prominent oil operator of 
Laredo and close friend of Borglum, 
while friends believed that the plane 
carried the famous sculptor, who was 
reported to be dying. 

St. Albans died in the plane at 3:30 
o’clock—just 25 minutes’ distance 
from the destination; the plane landed 
here at 3:50 o'clock. This is said by 
aeronautical experts here to be the 
first emergency patient ever to die in 
an airplane. 

Reports here were to the effect that 
Borglum had been stricken in Laredo. 
Officials of the local flying field, who 
dispatched the plane, believed that 
Borglum was being brought here until 
the body of St. Albans had been taken 
from the plane and loaded in the wait- 
ing ambulance. 


ATTEMPT TO BURN 
MAN TO DEATH 
PROVES ABORTIVE 


Savannah, Ga., October 21.—()— 
Veritably a human torch when his 


screams attracted persons to him on a 
road near his home at Clyde today, 
Ernest H. Sykes, 35, succeeded in ex- 
tinguishing the flames that enveloped 
him before assistance arrived and 
after the charred clothing had been 
removed and first-aid refidered he told 
of how he had been attacked, gasoline 
thrown, on him and his saturated 
clothing lighted. 

In a hospital here, where he was 
brought from Clyde, 30 miles distant, 
Sykes tonight was able to sive a de- 
tailed account of the attack he said 
was made on him early this morning. 
He told of his bringing his automobile 
to low speed at a rough place in the 
road, of two men stepping from be- 
hind some trees and dashing a bucket 
full of gasoline on . him. 

The assailants, he said, held him in 
the autemobile and drove down the 
road a short distance, where they 
dragged him out and lighted his cloth- 
ing, leaving him to perish.

Senator Will Campaign 
in Grain States Until 
Time To Return Home 
To Cast Ballot. 


Lincoln, Nebr., October 21.—(4)—A 
strenuous, final drive in the trouble- 
some middle west to supplement Gov- 
ernor Smith’s western campaign was 
what Senator J. T. Robinson 
pared himself for today as he chalked 
off the issues most vital to this sec- 
tion that he will talk about before 
election. 

An attempt to clinch the farm vote 


and a bid for support from women 
voters seems the most likely dual of- 
fensive on the basis of two addresses 
he already has made to audiences in 
this state in which democratic cam- 
pareeers are working hard to place 
Nebraska’s electoral votes in the 
Smith-Robinson column. 

Starting tomorrow night with an 
address in Lincoln, Senator Robinson 
will open a drive that will take him 
into the Dakotas, Iowa, Minnesota, 
Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, and per- 
haps even so far east as West Vir- 
ginfa. ~Theré is a Suggestion that he 
may go to New York for a big demo- 
eratic rally, but it is more probable 
that he will hurry home to Little 
Rock to vote. 

The plans are for the senator to 
speak over the radio for the remainder 
of his speeches. Most of the radio 
ranges will be state-wide, but at least 
one will be of national or at least re- 
gional extent. He is expected to take 
these opportunities of reaching into 
the homes of the farmers to continue 
his attack upon the republican farm 
relief policy and particularly Herbert 
Hoover and Senator Curtis, the re- 
publican nominees, to whom he re- 
ferred as “the men most responsible 
for the failure of agricultural relief 
legislation.” 

If Senator Robinson’s speech at 
Hastings, Nebr., last night, over a 
state-wide radio hookup, ean be taken 
as an indication, the senator may be 
exnected to repeat tomorrow night an 
eulogy of Senator Norris, of Ne- 
braska, a republican who frequently 
has disagreed with the candidates of 
his party. The senator coupled his 
words of praise for Senator Norris 
with caustic references. to Senator 
Berah, of Idaho, whose campaign in 
the middle west and south also was 
scored by Governor Smith in Chicago. 

“Unlike the eloquent senator from 
Idaho,” Robinson said, “the distin- 
guished senator from your own state, 
Senator Norris, stands by his prin- 
ciples and votes like he talks.” 

Traveling in his special car, Sen- 
ator Robinson will go northward 
through eastern Nebraska Tuesday to 
Sioux City, Iowa, where he will speak 
that night. Wednesday h: vill speak 
in Sioux Falls, S. D., and then travel 
through western Minnesota for an aft- 
ernoon speech at Willmar and on to 
Fargo, N. D.; for an address Thursday 
night. He will speak in Duluth Fri- 
day night and in Des Moines, lowa, 
over a large hookup Saturday night.

FRATERNITY THEORY 


University of Georgia Writer 
Also Raps Standards of 
Sororities. 


— 


Athens, Ga., October 21.—(Special.) 
College fraternities and sororities are 
scored in the leading editorial for the 
October number of the University of 
Georgia Alumni Record which is just 


off the press. The editorial was writ- 
ten by Thomas S. Gray, alumni editor 
and secretary. 

“As now organized and _ operated 
fraternities are worthless and are in- 
consistent with the aims of educa- 
tion,” the editor maintainins. “Col- 
lege presidents say little about the sit- 
uation because they do not want to 
start trouble and faculty members 
overlook it for the sake of popular- 


“The damage (of fraternities) is 
done in a number of ways,” the edi- 
torial asserts. “Their fine-spun no- 
tions of etiquette and culture stand- 
ardize more college men per year than 
could a hundred schools of Ford phil- 
osophy. Their false standards of 
value, based upon small town ‘so- 
ciety’ theories, permit them to reject 
innumerable worthy students and ac- 
cept a considerable number of rogues. 
This gives rise to inferiority com- 
plexes that in some cases are suffi- 
cient to drive students away from col- 
lege, to say nothing of the very un- 
democratic breach it causes in the 
student body,” the editorial declares. 

The editor, who is a fraternity man, 
suggests that one_way to “remedy 
conditions” might be found in encour- 
aging every student to join some kind 


of fraternity. “Perhaps then the fol- 
ly of the system would become ap- } 
parent to students and fraternities 
would topple with: their own weight.”

Editor Constitution: A copy of your 
editorial of Wednesday, September 26, | 
has been sent to me. I assume you 
will wish to know the facts and not 
write editorials on half-truths. 

On a telephone call from Florida, ' 
this office was informed that the Flor- | 
ida relief committee, headed by the Red 
Cross, wished to use liquor in retief 
work, and that by reason of eon 
tation conditions outside supplies were 
delayed. We.were asked if we had 
any that ‘iad Ween seized from “rum 
row” in custody of marshals already 
in stricken area. I wired United 
States marshals to look over their 
stock and see if they had: any; and if 
so, to take the matter up with the fed- 
eral judge and see if he could order it 
turned over to the Red Cross instead 
of destroyed. 

The marshals wired that no federal 
judge was in Florida, and that they 
had no liquor that was not being held 
as evidence. So none was released. 
The sum and substance of my order 
was for the marshals to cooperate 
with the relief committees if they 
could.

SELF DISCIPLINE BRINGS 
HAPPIN : 
This is no mush. It ig just a bit 
of physiology. The prize definition for 
her lth is happiness. So 1 am strictly 


within my province. Habit interests 
the student of psychology, though it is 
essentially a matter of physiology and 
pathology or health and disease. 

Take the habit of brushing the 
teeth. A great deal of thought and 
endeavor on the part of health and 
schoo] authorities is giver’ to the en- 
couragement wf this habit among 
school children. Aside from the moot 
question of the prevention of decay of 
the teeth, it is quite reasonable to 
believe that tooth-brush drills and 
various other methods of encouraging 
this habit among school children do 
instill in the young mind the desire 
to preserve the teeth, and this desire 
must inevitably lead a good many of 
these children to seek proper dental 
treatment earlier in life than they 
would have done without such in- 
struction. With many excellent dent- 
al authorities who perhaps hesitate to 
eapress their views bluntly, I believe 
that tooth brushing in itself has prac- 
tically nothing to do with the conser- 
vation of the teeth, and the wisdom 
of all this expensive machinery by 
which we seek to imbue the young 
mind with the wish to save the teeth 
is debatable. It is my opinion that 
the proper teaching of physiology in 
the schools would accomplish much 
more in the right direction and at 
less expense to the community and 
to the parents of the children con- 
cerned. Here, of course, my views 
clash with the commercial propaganda 
and are unlikely to prevail. 

Take your own habit of brushing 
your teeth—if you have the habit. 
Naturally you cherish a smug little 
notion that it is respectable, refined, 
polite, sanitary and all that. You 
rather like to think that the habit is a 
hallmark of culture. Then, too, you 
actually suffer from that dirty feeling 
if anything happens to prevent you 
from using the toothbrush at the usual 
time. If you are an omnivorous read- 
er and suggestible, you probably im- 
agin you can feel the “scum” of filth 
on your teeth if you have neglected to 
brush them at the usual time. In 
short, you are psychologically confirm- 
ed in the habit and it irritates you 
when anyone dares to twit you about 
it. Well, go right along with it. If 
you can derive any comfort or satis- 
faction out of the rite, certainly it 
doesn’t do any serious harm. The only 
objections even I can fairly raise 
) against it are (1). that it is an ex- 
pensive indulgence, more expensive 
even than cigar smoking, and (2) that 
it uses up a good deal of time in the 
course of a short life. 

There are people who boast that 
they never take any exercise if they 
can avoid it and declare that they en- 
joy excellent health. I challenge any 
such person to prove this contention 
by his own record. I don't believe any 
man or woman who lives for years 
without exercise can pass a fair health 
examination. The reason why I main- 
tain that a certain minimum of daily 
exercise is essential for the mainte- 
nance of fair health is metabolism. 
Metabolism is the combustion process, 
the constant oxidation of food and tis- 
sue material in the body to produce 
the energy or power required to run 
the organs and muscles. Lying at rest 
metabolism is at its Jowest_ level, 
basal, As soon as one gets up and 
moves about, metabolism speeds up. 
exercise, your metabolism is bound to 


‘ metabolism. If you must or will avoid 
exercise, you rmetabolism is bound to 
slow.down. When it falls below a fair 
pitch your health is on the ragged 
edge. Everybody must get some ex- 
ercise every day if he would be happy.

CONFERENCE PERFECT 
EDUCATIONAL PLANS

McRae, Ga., October 21.—(4)—The 

educational work of the South Geor- 
gia conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, south, outstanding items 
that will come before its forthcoming 
sessions at Columbus for considera- 


tion. No more difficult task has 
faced the conference in recent years 
than the matter of the proper adjust- 


ment of the educational institutions of 
the church to the changing conditions 
which are to be found within the 
bounds of the conference. 

The church has found itself facing 
new standards, and has also found 
the state entering more and more into | 
one field in which the church had spe- 
cialized—the junior college. 

Under the leadership of Dr. C. R. 


Jenkins and Dr. Walter Anthony. who | 


have served as chairmen of the board 
of education, plans have been per- 
fected and worked out which — will 
place the conference in a position to 
do great things in the field of educa- | 
tion. 

Plans Perfected. 

The past two years have seen the 
closing of two junior colleges, the 
opening of one new junior college, and 
the greater expansion of the historic 
Wesleyan college at Macon. The con- 
ference therefore comes to the session 
of 1928 with plans perfected, toward 
which the board has been moving for 
several years. 

The first thing in the minds of 
every member of the conference is the 
expansion of“the greater Wesleyan. 

Wesleyan college opened this year 
in the new plant consisting of 12 
buildings finished in brick and marble. 
The attendance in the college of lib- 
eral arts is rapidly nearing 400, more 
than 300 of whom are boarding stu- 
dents. In the conservatory of music 
and school of fine arts, nearly 300 
have been enrolled, of whom 110 are 
boarding students. 

Other Educationrl Work. 


The work of the year has begun 
splendidly, and the new plant seems 
perfectly adapted to its purposes. Anp- 
proximately - $1,700,000 has been ex- 
pended in the erection and the fur- 
nishing of the buildings and the beau- 
tifying of the campus. This gives 
Wesleyan what is considered one of 
the most magnificent plants in the 
country. 

The college is recognized by the 
leading standardizing agencies of the 
country, and the future should wit- 
ness a tremendous increase in the 
quality and the strength of the serv- 
‘ce rendered. 

In addition to this, Andrew college 
at Cuthbert, has been placed on the 
list of fully aceredited junior colleges, 
according to the statement issued by 
". G. Branch, president of the in- 
stitution. Endowment is being rapid- 
ly secured, and this will give t'e con- 
ference a full-fledged junior college for 


This vear has also seen the opening 
junior college at Valdosta. 
which has already been accepted by 
resident Cox, of Emory university, 
as ua part of that institution. The 
new institution was made possible by 
the efforts of the people of Valdosta 
themselves, in cooperation with Dr. 
Cox.

Attorneys Frank Holden and Mac 
Asbill, receivers, who Saturday receiv- 
ed first schedule of creditors filed

quently has been withdrawn. 

‘‘The bank books I have of Forrest- 
er show he has deposited $622,403.25 
in one bank, $230.205 in another; $9,- 
894.01 in a third and $7,259.19 in a 
fourth since January of this year; 
more than three-quarters of a million, 
and I haven't one penny,” Mr. Holden 
said. 

“All of this money was checked out 
before Mr. Forrester pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced. There must be 
some assets somewhere and I am go- 
ing to do my best to locate them.” 

Mr. Holden requested all other cred- 
itors to file their claims as soon as 
possible with the referee in bank- 
ruptey, and asked all creditors and at- 
torneys of creditors to lend him every 
possible assistance in locating assets 
of Forrester. 

The figure of $362,235 which is ex- 
pected to grow much larger as other 
ereditors file claims, does not: include 


first mortgage indebtedness to loan 
companies amounting to $130,000 nor 
$3500. indebtedness of approximately
